The stock market continued its 
upward surge Monday, a research 
firm said the Arab oil embargo 
wouldn’t be as severe as expected, and 
an Arab oil minister said conditions for 
the embargo have changed. 
The Petroleum Industry Research 
Foundation, Inc., said Monday the U.S. 
fuel shortage will be a little less severe 
the first three months of 1974 than the 
government had thought. 
The firm estimated the country’s oil 
shortage at up to 2.8 million barrels a 
day. The government’s figure is 3.5 
million barrels a day. 
One source said the government’s 


estimate appeared to have been based 
on the worst possible supply and 
weather predictions, 


The stock market surged upward for 
the third straight session Monday. 
Analysts said investors turned away 
from the energy crisis and returned to 
the business of buying stocks. They 
said the absence of bad news from the 
Middle East contributed to the ad­ 
vance. 
And, Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Sheik Ahmed Zaki al Yamani said in 
Washington that the Arab oil embargo 
could end early next month if Israel 
promises to withdraw from occupied 
Arab territory. 
He said the embargo was “ originally 
linked to the complete withdrawal of 
Israel.’’ But he said Arab oil producing 
nations will now lift the embargo when 


Israel agrees to withdraw from oc­ 
cupied lands and the United States 
guarantees the withdrawal. 
The Congress, meanwhile, took steps 
to cope with the crisis. 


The Senate passed a bill requiring 
the 
labeling of cars and 
major 
household 
appliances as to their 
energy consumption. The measure 
also requires federal agencies to 
consider the energy shortage in 
developing policies and programs, and 
it sets aside research money to develop 
auto engines which use less gasoline. 


Senate and House conferees agreed 
on a bill putting the nation on year- 
round daylight saving time. The bill 
would require national time to be set 
ahead one hour on the fourth Sunday 
after enactment. The country would 
remain on DST through October 1975. 


The White House estimates the DST 
move would cut electricity and heating 
demands as much as three per cent. 
There was also discouraging news 
from a consumer point of view: 


—A consumer group said home 
heating oil prices have risen 44 per 
cent since last winter in the Boston 
area. The group said the prices will go 
up nearly that much again before this 
winter ends. Average price of a gallon 
of home heating oil was 30,26 cents last 
week. 
—Gasoline retailers meeting in 
Miami said gasoline shortages are 
squeezing their profits. They want 
Phase 4 price controls lifted so they 
can raise prices by at least one to three 
cents a gallon. 
—- The Internal Revenue Service said 
about one-fourth of truck stops 


checked in recent days were found in

The IRS said it found 224 violations in 
checks at 833 truck stops, a figure it 
described as an “ abnormally high 
violation rate.’’ 


—Oil Daily, an industry publication, 
said last week’s average retail price of 
regular brand gasoline, exclusive of 
taxes, was 29.23 cents per gallon, 
compared with 28.96 cents per gallon a 
week earlier and 24.45 cents a year 
ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has formally submitted the 
nomination of Sen. William B. Saxbe 
as attorney general to a Senate likely 
to approve him overwhelmingly. 


Hearings on the nomination of the 57- 
year-old Ohio Republican may begin 
as early as this afternoon before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


Senate leaders hope to complete 
action on the Saxbe nomination before 
Congress ends its current session late 
next week. Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, L>Mont., said the hearings 
would be thorough. 


The likelihood of overwhelming 
Senate approval of Saxbe was in­ 
dicated Nov. 27 when the Senate voted 
75 to 16 for a bill that lowered the attor­ 
ney general’s pay from $60,000 to 
$35,000 to permit Saxbe to serve. 


The legislation was designed to get 
around a constitutional barrier that 
existed because the attorney general’s 
pay had been raised during Saxbe’s 
Senate term. The Constitution bars 
members of Congress from being 
named to federal posts whose salary or 
other benefits have been increased 
during their terms. 


Most of the Democrats who opposed 
the pay bill said they personally favor 
Saxbe’s nomination but feared it was

DETROIT (A P) - The auto industry 
is free of government price controls, 
and the buying public wall feel the 
impact almost immediately. 
The average new car will soon cost 
an additional $150 or more. 
The Cost of Living Council Monday 
exempted the auto industry from both 
wage and price restrictions. The move 
came just days after the United Auto 
Workers union completed negotiations 
on new contracts with the Big Three 
auto makers. 
It was the biggest move yet in the 
council’s effort to step up the process 
of moving the economy away from 
controls. The exemption from controls 
applies only to auto, truck and bus 
production. It does not extend to other 
items produced by the auto makers, 
such as appliances. 
None of the auto makers offered new 
price lists Monday, but Ford said it 
would boost prices on any car or truck 
ordered after today. 
General Motors, Chrysler, and 
American Motors are expected to 
announce increases to take effect later 
this week. 
Before the council agreed to 
decontrol the auto industry, it exacted 
commitments from Ford and GM to 
keep wholesale price increases for full- 
size and intermediate models within 
an average of $150 and not to raise 1974 
model prices again. There was no 
immediate 
indication 
what 
the 
wholesale boost would translate into in 
price increases in dealer showrooms. 
AMC agreed to limit its wholesale 
price increases to an average $100, but 
a company spokesman said AMC 
dealers might be allowed to add on an 
additional $50 at the retail level. 
In addition, Ford, GM and AMC 
agreed not to raise retail prices on 
compacts and subcompacts more than 
$150. 
Chrysler refused to make any 
commitment, but the council director,

to keep Chrysler in line with Ford and

Each of the four auto makers had 
price increase requests pending and 
were angered last month when the 
council moved to postpone its decision. 


GM had asked $208, Ford $188, 
Chrysler $136, and AMC $114. 
In lifting wage controls from the 
auto industry, the council approved 
labor agreements forged this fall 
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between the United Auto Workers and 
Ford, GM and Chrysler, involving 
760,000 workers.

It was after this incident Meade 
was committed to the Columbus State 
Hospital. 
Further testimony of the witness 
cited an incident in 1972, when she and 
her father had gone to a shopping 
center to return something. She told of 
Meade becoming upset at the clerk 
because he said the clerk had spoken to 
his daughter improperly. She stated 
Meade had made the clerk apologize. 
The defense’s fourth witness was 
called to the stand, Florence Meade, 
wife of the accused slayer. Mrs. Meade 
identified defense exhibit C which was 
a well worn piece of paper she said was 
Denver’s release from Columbus State 
Hospital. She told the court Denver 
was very proud of the document and 
showed it to many people because it 
stated he was found to be not mentally 
ill by the authorities at Columbus State

Denver wrote that he believed he 
and the other inmates in maximum 
security were being mistreated. The 
letter told of windows being opened 
and the heat turned off and of one boy 
being made to strip off naked in front 
of the others. She admitted the letter 
urged her to write to the congressman 
or senator but she had gone further 
and written the letter mentioned 
earlier to the President of the United 
States. 
Defense exhibit E was identified as a 
pack of letters Denver had written to 
his wife during the month of February 
1973, Other packs were identified and 
grouped as letters sent to tier in each 
month. She told the defence counsel 
the letters were arranged according to 
date and they had either been sent 
through the mail or given to her when 
she visited Denver at the jail. Exhibit 
I) was identified as the letter which 
prompted her to write to Nixon. 
Mrs. Meade stated she received 
letters every day and sometimes two 
or three a day and they averaged four 
to five pages each 
Plaintiff’s exhibit 70 was presented 
to the witness and she identified the 
gun as being a .22 rifle bought for her 
by her ex-husband.

despite 
preaching peace, still are building up 
their military power at an alarming 
rate. 
Foreign Secretary Sir Alec Douglas- 
Home of Britain, newly returned from 
talks in Moscow, came out flatly 
against the idea of a pan-European 
summit conference to sign a new 
security treaty — a longtime Soviet 
goal. 
He said there has been no tangible 
progress at the 34-nation Geneva talks 
on European security and cooperation, 
which the Soviets want to raise to the 
summit level in the next round of 
negotiations. 
NATO Secretary-G eneral Joseph 
Luns opened the discussion with the 
warning that “laudable but dangerous 
pacifism” could lead the allies to 
underestimate Moscow’s might, just 
as Nazi Germany was underrated in 
the 1930s. 
“The Soviets may be talking softly,’’ 
he said. “ But they are still carrying a 
big stick.” 
Nixon Formally 
Nom inates Saxbe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has formally submitted the 
nomination of Sen. William B. Saxbe 
as attorney general to a Senate likely 
to approve him overwhelmingly. 


Hearings on the nomination of the 57- 
year-old Ohio Republican may begin 
as early as this afternoon before the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


Senate leaders hope to complete 
action on the Saxbe nomination before 
Congress ends its current session late 
next week. Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., said the hearings 
would be thorough. 


The likelihood of overwhelm ing 
Senate approval of Saxbe was in­ 
dicated Nov. 27 when the Senate voted 
75 to 16 for a bill that lowered the attor­ 
ney general’s pay from $60,000 to 
$35,000 to permit Saxbe to serve. 


The legislation was designed to get 
around a constitutional barrier that 
existed because the attorney general’s 
pay had been raised during Saxbe’s 
Senate term. The Constitution bars 
members of Congress from being 
named to federal posts whose salary or 
other benefits have been increased 
during their terms. 


Most of the Democrats who opposed 
the pay bill said they personally favor 
Saxbe’s nomination but feared it was 


unconstitutional even if such a bill 
were passed. 


Nixon signed the legislation into law 
Monday, then subm itted Saxbe’s 
nomination formally. 
B arring unfavorable disclosures 
about Saxbe during his confirmation 
hearings, Senate observers expect the 
nomination to pass easily. 


Normally, the appointment of a 
senator to a Cabinet or other high 
position assures his speedy con­ 
firmation, and the action often takes 
place without any hearings. 


Saxbe was appointed Nov. I to 
succeed Atty. Gen. Elliot L. Richard­ 
son, who resigned rather than fire 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 
Senate Republican leaders strongly 
urged President Nixon to name a 
senator to the post. Solicitor General 
Robert H. Bork has been acting at­ 
torney general.

Auto Manufacturers 
Allowed Price Hikes 


DETROIT (AP) - The auto industry 
is free of government price controls, 
and the buying public will feel the 
impact almost immediately. 
The average new car will soon cost 
an additional $150 or more. 
The Cost of Living Council Monday 
exempted the auto industry from both 
wage and price restrictions. The move 
came just days after the United Auto 
Workers union completed negotiations 
on new contracts with the Big Three 
auto makers. 
It was the biggest move yet in the 
council’s effort to step up the process 
of moving the economy away from 
controls. The exemption from controls 
applies only to auto, truck and bus 
production. It does not extend to other 
items produced by the auto makers, 
such as appliances. 
None of the auto makers offered new 
price lists Monday, but Ford said it 
would boost prices on any car or truck 
ordered after today. 
G eneral M otors, Chrysler, and 
American Motors are expected to 
announce increases to take effect later 
this week. 
Before the council agreed to 
decontrol the auto industry, it exacted 
commitments from Ford and GM to 
keep wholesale price increases for full- 
size and intermediate models within 
an average of $150 and not to raise 1974 
model prices again. There was no 
im m ediate 
indication 
what 
the 
wholesale boost would translate into in 
price increases rn dealer showrooms. 
AMC agreed to limit its wholesale 
price increases to an average $100, but 
a company spokesman said AMC 
dealers might be allowed to add on an 
additional $50 at the retail level. 
In addition, Ford, GM and AMC 
agreed not to raise retail prices on 
compacts and subcompacts more than 
$150. 
C hrysler refused to m ake any 
commitment, but the council director, 
John 
T. 
Dunlop, 
and 
Chrysler 
Chairman Lynn Townsend both said 
the realities of competition would work 
to keep Chrysler in line with Ford and 
GM. 
It will be the second round of 1974 
model increases for the industry. 
Septem ber 
increases, 
covering 
federally 
m andated 
safety 
and 
emission equipment, were weighted 
heavily onto compact and subcompact 
prices by some 
m anufacturers, 
notably GM. 


Each of the four auto makers had 
price increase requests pending and 
were angered last month when the 
council moved to postpone its decision. 


GM had asked $208, Ford $188, 
Chrysler $136, and AMC $114. 
In lifting wage controls from the 
auto industry, the council approved 
labor agreements forged this fall 
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between the United Auto Workers and 
Ford, GM and Chrysler, involving 
760,000 workers. 


The contracts increased

more than seven per cent, compared 


with Phase 4 guidelines for a 6.2 per

M eade Trial Enters 7th Day

Tom H. Nagel and Donald V. 
Alexander continue their presentation 
of the case for the defense as the trial 
of Denver Meade reaches its seventh 
day of proceedings. 
Basing their case on the pleas of not 
guilty and not guilty by reason of in­ 
sanity, they called Vanessa Meade 
Morris, Florence Meade and two of the 
personnel from lim a State Hospital in 
yesterday afternoon and this morn­ 
ing's sessions. Meade is standing trial 
on two charges of first degree murder 
in the Jan. 20 shooting deaths of 
Charlotte and John Douglas Van- 
sickle. 
Meade’s daughter, Vanessa Meade 
Morris, was called to the stand just 
before the noon recess yesterday. She 
testified she remembered her father 
and his former wife, her mother, had 
fought much of their married life. She 
recalled one incident in 1965 when her 
mother, Mildred Meade, had called the 
police. It was after this incident Meade 
was conunitted to the Columbus State 
Hospital. 
Further testimony of the witness 
cited an incident in 1972, when she arid 
her father had gone to a shopping 
center to return .something. She told of 
Meade becoming upset at the clerk 
because he said the clerk had spoken to 
his daughter improperly. She stated 
Meade had made the clerk apologize. 
The defense’s fourth witness was 
called to the stand, Florence Meade, 
wife of the accused slayer. Mrs. Meade 
identified defense exhibit C which was 
a well worn piece of paper she said was 
Denver's release from Columbus State 
Hospital. She told the court Denver 
was very proud of the document and 
showed it to many people because it 
stated he was found to be not mentally 
ill by the authorities at Columbus State 
Hospital 
Mrs. Meade continued her testimony 
telling of the many letters Denver 
wrote to her while he was in the 
Pickaway County Jail and in Ulna 
State Hospital for observation. She 
said one of the letters went into great 
detail concerning the conditions in the 
jail. Denver wrote that he believed he 
and the other inmates in maximum 
security were being mistreated. The 
letter told of windows being opened 
and the heat turned off and of one boy 
being made to strip off naked in front 
of the others She admitted the letter 
urged her to write to the congressman 
or senator but she had gone further 
and 
written the letter mentioned 
earlier to the President of the United 
States. 
I >efense exhibit E was identified as a 
pack of letters Denver had written to 
his wife during the month of February 
1973. Other packs were identified and 
grouped as letters sent to her in each 
month. She told the defence counsel 
the letters were arranged according to 
date and they had either been sent 
through the mail or given to her when 
she visited Denver at the jail. Exhibit 
D was identified as the letter which 
prompted her to write to Nixon. 
Mrs. Meade stated she received 
letters every day and sometimes two 
or three a day and they averaged four 
to five pages each 
Plaintiff’* exhibit 70 was presented 
to the witness and she identified the 
gun as being a .22 rifle bought for her 
by her ex-husband. She testified the 
gun stock was broken and related to 
the court how it came to be in that 


condition. She said late one night after 
she had been dismissed from the 
hospital, her daughter had called and 
upset her and seeing her upset, Denver 
had become upset. While pacing the 
floor, Denver bumped into the gun and 
threw it into the wall. She said the gun 
was broken and the bedroom wall still 
showed the hole where the gun had hit 
it. 
In further testimony, the wife of the 
defendant related an incident which 
upset her husband. She told of a movie 
about hunters shooting animals, taking 
their heads for trophies and leaving 
the carcasses. She said she and Denver 
got up and left the theater. 
The witness was dismissed and 
Robert Duffer, special counsel for the 
prosecution, reserved the right to 
recall her at a later time. 
Bob Coover, psychologist at lim a 
State Hospital, was called to the 
witness 
stand. 
He 
stated 
his 
qualifications and said he was a 
clinical psychologist for the state of 
Ohio at Lima Hospital and was also in 
private practice. He said he had been 
at lim a for more than six years and 
had been in private practice for four 
years and in this period of time he had 
observed nearly IOO fiersons accused of 
murder. 
The psychologist testified he first 
met Denver Meade on June 20, 1973 
after he had been assigned his case He 
interviewed Meade as part of his 
evaluation and stated at the time of his 
examination of the man, he was 
himself supervised. At this time in the 
testimony, there was a discussion 
between counsel for the defense and 
the prosecution as to the qualifications 
of the witness to testify. After a recess 
and discussion in the Judge’s cham­ 
bers, the court announced to the jury 
that the ruling was the witness is 
qualified to testify in certain areas 
pertaining to this case. 
Coover continued his testim ony 
identifying defense exhibits IM and P- 
2 as tieing the original and copy of 
testing results on Denver Meade. He 
said he was given the case outside of 
his regular assignments because it is a 
murder case and these cases are given 
to senior psychologists. 
The witness stated that the sum­ 
mary of the physician psyt hiatri.st is 
given in all cases and in ttiis case the 
summary was done by Dr. Chomyln 
He said Meade was administered all 
tests personally by himself on June 28, 
1973. The psychologist and Meade were 
the only two people in the examination 
room and Coover said he had no 
preconceived notions or diagnosis 
from the Columbus State Hospital at 
the time of his examining the defen­ 
dant. 
Coover testified that during the 
examination, Meade had difficulties 
recalling but he thought he was telling 
the 
truth. 
He 
was 
given 
three 
psychological tests, the Corsini Test, a 
verbal intelligence test; the Gestalt 
Test, a psychological instrum ent 
which examines the coordination of the 
eye and hand movements; and the 
Rorschach Test, a projective test 
better known as the “ink blot ’’ test. He 
said 
he 
had 
adm inistered 
ap­ 
proximately 200 such tests in cases 
concerning homicide. 
The psychologist stated Meade 
scored 89 on the IQ test which placed 
him in the normal range of 86-109. He 
further stated Meade had mild per­ 
ceptual problems which may have 
been due to anxiety and that he was in 


contact with reality at the time the 
tests were administered. Other results 
of the tests showed the defendant shied 
away from feelings, couldn’t relate 
well to other people, lacked coping 
ability 
was not im aginative or 
resourceful and had personal dif­ 
ficulties which he compensated by 
saying other people caused the dif­ 
ficulty. 


Meade had scored 15 per cent on the 
Rorsc hach Test and the psychologists 
said the acceptable percentage was 25- 
3.3 per cent. He said this was basically 
the profile of a person who did not want 
to express his feelings because they 
are unpleasant. Testimony of the 
witness revealed such feelings can 
either Ik? turned outward or inward 
and that Meade would either show no 
emotion or much emotion. He said the 
lower the score on this test, the less 
conformity the patient possesses. 


Coover said from test results he 
found Meade was poorly socialized and 
had few resounds for coping with 
frustration He related to the court that 
Meade used denial, projection and 
repression 
as 
basil 
defense 
mechanisms. In these, the man denies 
unpleasant things, places the blame or 
guilt causing difficulties on others and 
turns feelings inward so he doesn’t 
have to cope with them. 
Further questions of the defense 
were objected to by Huff cr and the 
court sustained the objections. Buffer 
began his cross-examination by asking 
the psychologist if it was not true that 
everybody 
used 
such 
defense 
mechanisms and he said they did. 


Buffer’s cross-examination of the 
witness brought out that Meade had 
been at Lima State Hospital 17 days at 
the time of the testing and that the 
responses on the test depend on the 
truthfulness of the patient 


The defense’s next witness was Mrs. 
Joan Rider, a social worker at Toledo 
Hospital. Mrs. Rider said she was 
employed as a psychiatric social 
worker at lim a State Hospital at the 
time Meade was there. She testified 
she did a psycho-social report on him. 
The report was dated June 29,1973 and 
the woman said she had probably 
spent several hours with Meade the 
day before the report was typed. 


Several objections were raised by 
the prosecution during testimony of 
this witness. Hie court ( ailed a recess 
with further examination of her to 
continue.

M IAM I (AP) — “ Why does God hate 
me?” Alan McDonald a.sked from his 
hospital bed. 
“ When the gunpowder went off, I 
couldn’t believe it,” he said. “ I just 
couldn’t believe it.

McDonald, 23, lay in serious con­ 
dition in the burn ward of Miami’s 
Jackson Memorial Hospital, severely 
burned for the second time in his life. 


In February 1960, McDonald was 
doused with flaming gasoline by a 
playmate. He was massively burned 
and disfigured. It took skin grafts from 
an older brother and years of plastic 
surgery to restore his charred body. 
I^st week, on an Everglades hunting 
trip with friends, McDonald 
wa.s 
.squatting over a bowl of gunpowder 
near a smouldering campfire, making 
bullets to save money. 
The fire suddenly popped. A spark 
ignited the gunpowder. 
“ I didn’t realize what had happened 
at first,” he recounted. “ And then I 
heard that sound from 13 years ago. I 
was burning. I rolled to put the fire out 
and I thought, ‘Oh God, not again.’” 
His companions helped quench the 
fire and struggled with him to the 
nearest road, where a passing Florida 
trooper called an ambulance. 
“ If my friends hadn’t been there, I 
would have jumped into a canal with a 
rock around my neck,” McDonald 
said. 
Bonnie McDonald, who had met her 
husband-to-be in high .school and fell in 
love with him before surgeons had 


completed the restoration of his face, 
said fate seemed to haunt him. 
“ Alan was really looking good after 
all those years and now this,” she said. 
“ Man, it just isn't fair.”

MIAM I (AP) — “ Why does God hate 
me?” Alan McDonald asked from his 
hospital bed. 
“ When the gunpowder went off, I 
couldn’t believe it,” he said. “ I just 
couldn’t believe it. I said, ‘No, God 
couldn’t do this to me again.’” 


McDonald, 23, lay in serious con­ 
dition in the burn ward of Miami’s 
Jackson Memorial Hospital, severely 
burned for the second time in his life. 


In February 1960, McDonald was 
doused with flaming gasoline by a 
playmate. He was massively burned 
and disfigured. It took skin grafts from 
an older brother and years of plastic 
surgery to restore his charred body. 
I^ast week, on an Everglades hunting 
trip with friends, McDonald was 
squatting over a bowl of gunpowder 
near a smouldering campfire, making 
bullets to save money. 
The fire suddenly popped. A spark 
ignited the gunpowder. 
“ I didn’t realize what had happened 
at first,” he recounted. “ And then I 
heard that sound from 13 years ago. I 
was burning. I rolled to put the fire out 
and I thought, ‘Oh God, not again.’” 
His companions helped quench the 
fire and struggled with him to the 
nearest road, where a passing Florida 
trooper called an ambulance. 
“ If my friends hadn’t been there, I 
would have jumped into a canal with a 
rock around my neck,” McDonald 
said. 
Bonnie McDonald, who had met her 
husband-to-be in high school and fell in 
love with him before surgeons had 
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completed the restoration of his face, 
said fate seemed to haunt him. 
“ Alan was really looking good after 
all those years and now this,” she said. 
“ Man, it just isn’t fair.”

we.st of Saigon. 
A commu niq u e said all of the 
as.sau lts were driv en back and 6 8 of the 
attackers were killed. Gov ernment 
ca.su alties were one killed and 11 
wou nded, the conu nu niq u e .said. 
Bu t in a delay ed report from Trang 
Bang, a district capital 25 miles nor­ 
thwest of Saigon, the conu nand said 
the Viet C’ong shelled and then ov erran 
abou t 170 gov ernment militiamen on 
Su nday . Twenty m ilitiam en were 
killed and 14 wou nded, the command 
.said, adding that Viet Cong losses were 
not known. 
In the lower central highlands, the 
23rd Infantry Div ision .said its troops 
hav e regained control of Kien Du e, the 
conte.sted di.strict capital 9 0 miles 
northea.st of Saigon that North Viet­ 
namese troops and tanks ov erran a 
week ago. 
Field reports .said abou t 300 Sou th 
Vietnamese troops are inside the town 
and abou t 1,500 are ou tside. Sporadic 
North Vietnamese shelling was re­ 
ported in the area. Bu t large North 


Vietnamese forces hav e been reported 
massing to the sou thwest of Kien Du e. 
In Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
gov ernment annou nced that President 
liOn Nol had accepted the resignation 
of Premier In Tam, and a general re­ 
shu ffling of Phnom Penh’s aging 
power grou p was ex pected. 
ITie 50-y ear-old premier tried to 
resign three months ago bu t was 
tu rned down by the other members of 
the High Political Cou ncil u nder U.S. 
Embas.sy pre.ssu re. He said then he 
was disappointed by his inability to

North Vietnamese artillery was said 
to be zeroed in on them from high 
grou nd to the north and sou th, and 
fresh Commu nist troops were said to 


be massing to the sou th with u p to 20 
tanks, reports said. 
Gov ernment field commanders said 
the su pply road leading from the 
prov incial capital of Gia Nghia, 12 
miles to the east, was mined and North 
Vietnamese troops were ly ing 
in 
ambu sh along the last kilometer, the 
reports said. 
An annou ncement from the 23rd 
Infantry Div ision said 40 North 
Vietnamese troops were killed in 


today ’s pu sh and fou r Sov iet-bu ilt T54 
mediu m tanks were destroy ed—two 
inside the town and two on the ou t­ 
skirts. 
Field commanders said many rifles, 
mortars and other ammu nition were 
captu red. Gov ernment casu alties were 
light, they claimed. 
Correspondents got to within three 
kilometers of Kien Du e bu t were 
stopped from going into the town 
becau se of the reported road mining 
and massing of enemy troops. 
Field commanders said there also 
were small u nits of enemy troops still 
in the town. 
The gov ernment field command said 
three gov ernment battalions, u p to 


1,500 men, took u p positions to the east, 
north and sou th of the town. 
Gov ernment positions inside the 
town, inclu ding the military command 
post, were reported u nder sporadic 
artillery attack. 
Su nday , gov ernment bombers and 
artillery pou nded North Vietnamese 
holed u p in reinforced bu nkers in and 
near Kien Du e, reports said.

I am not a feminine activ ist, bu t I am 
tired of the accu sation that women who 
work are u nreliable in terms of ab­ 
senteeism. 
Are there any statistics av ailable to 
disprov e this statement?

Dear Miss R.; 
A recent report by the United States 
Women’s Bu reau demolishes the idea 
that there is a higher rate of ab­ 
senteeism among women. 
Their inv estigators made a male- 
female comparison on that su bject. 
Job category , age grou p, income lev els 
were stu died and showed (m en, 
forgiv e me!) that women were fou nd 
to be more conscientiou s than male 
employ ees, and had no greater record 
of absenteeism. 
In fact, single women had a record of 
3.9 day s of absence a y ear compared 
with 4.3 day s for single men. 


I read more and more abou t the 
“pru dent diet.’’ What does it mean? 
Mrs.M.R.,N.D. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
A nu mber of books hav e recently 
been pu blished that point to the so- 
called “pru dent’’ diet. A pru dent diet 
is one chosen carefu lly with foresight, 
discretion and sou nd ju dgment. 
Three ex cellent books in particu lar 
deserv e special mention for their 
v alidity and sensible approach to the 
problem of sane nu trition: 
The American Heart Association 
Cook Book (McKay ), The Pru dent 
Diet, by Bennett and Simon (Dav id 
White) and What y ou Need to Know 


abou t Food and Cooking for Health by 
Dr. I^awrence E. Lamb (Viking) aU 
ou tline ex cellent recommendations for 
pru dent diets for the American family . 
In essence, the basic principles are 
to redu ce calories to no more than 2400 
calories a day ; 35 per cent of the 
calories, or less, shou ld be inclu ded as 
fats, with em phasis on poly u n­ 
satu rated fats. Bu tter, lard, meat fats 
generally , and ev en some solid 
margarines which are high in su b­ 
stitu te fats shou ld be av oided, as well 
as cream su bstitu tes. 
Rich desserts, pastries and su gared 
soft drinks shou ld be restricted in this 
“pru dent’’ diet.

SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
The South Vietnamese claimed suc­ 
cesses today in the Mekong Delta and 
at Kien Due in the lower central 
highlands. 
But the government command 
reported 20 of its soldiers were killed in 
fighting northwest of Saigon. 
In the war for the delta’s rice har­ 
vest, the South Vietnamese command 
said North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
troops made three attacks on govern­ 
ment positions 50 to IOO miles south­ 
west of Saigon. 
A communique said all of the 
assaults were driven back and 68 of the 
attackers were killed. Government 
casualties were one killed and ll 
wounded, the communique said. 
But in a delayed report from Trang 
Bang, a district capital 25 miles nor­ 
thwest of Saigon, the coiiunand said 
the Viet Cong shelled and then overran 
about 170 government militiamen on 
Sunday. Twenty militiamen were 
killed and 14 wounded, the command 
said, adding that Viet Cong losses were 
not known. 
In the lower central highlands, the 
23rd Infantry Division said its troops 
have regained control of Kien Due, the 
contested district capital 90 miles 
northeast of Saigon that North Viet­ 
namese troops and tanks overran a 
week ago. 
Field reports said about 300 South 
Vietnamese troops are inside the town 
and about 1,500 are outside. Sporadic 
North Vietnamese shelling was re­ 
ported in the area. But large North 


Vietnamese forces have been reported 
massing to the southwest of Kien Due. 
In Phnom Penh, the Cambodian 
government announced that President 
I xxi Nol had accepted the resignation 
of Premier In Tam, and a general re­ 
shuffling of Phnom Penh’s aging 
power group was expected.

South Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) — South Vietnamese 
infantrymen pushed into the contested 
town of Kien Due in the lower central 
highlands today in their battle to 
retake the district capital, field 
headquarters here announced.

North Vietnamese artillery was said 
to be zeroed in on them from high 
ground to the north and south, and 
fresh Communist troops were said to 


be massing to the south with up to 20 
tanks, reports said. 
Government field commanders said 
the supply road leading from the 
provincial capital of Gia Nghia, 12 
miles to the east, was mined and North 
Vietnamese troops were lying in 
ambush along the last kilometer, the 
reports said. 
An announcement from the 23rd 
Infantry Division said 40 North 
Vietnamese troops were killed in 


today’s push and four Soviet-built T54 
medium tanks were destroyed—two 
inside the town and two on the out­ 
skirts. 
Field commanders said many rifles, 
mortars and other ammunition were 
captured. Government casualties were 
light, they claimed. 
Correspondents got to within three 
kilometers of Kien Due but were 
.stopped from going into the town 
because of the reported road mining 
and massing of enemy troops. 
Field commanders said there also 
were small units of enemy troops still 
in the town. 
The government field command said 
three government battalions, up to 


1,500 men, took up positions to the east, 
north and south of the town. 
Government positions inside the 
town, including the military command 
post, were reported under sporadic 
artillery attack. 
Sunday, government bombers and 
artillery pounded North Vietnamese 
holed up in reinforced bunkers in and 
near Kien Due, reports said.

I am not a feminine activist, but I am 
tired of the accusation that women who 
work are unreliable in terms of ab­ 
senteeism.

Women’s Bureau demolishes the idea 
that there is a higher rate of ab­ 
senteeism among women. 
Their investigators made a male- 
female comparison on that subject. 
Job category, age group, income levels 
were studied and showed (men, 
forgive me!) that women were found 
to be more conscientious than male 
employees, and had no greater record 
of absenteeism. 
In fact, single women had a record of 
3.9 days of absence a year compared 
with 4.3 days for single men. 


I read more and more about the

A number of books have recently 
been published that point to the so­ 
called “prudent” diet. A prudent diet 
is one chosen carefully with foresight, 
discretion and sound judgment. 
Three excellent books in particular 
deserve special mention for their 
validity and sensible approach to the 
problem of sane nutrition: 
The American Heart Association 
Cook Book (McKay), The Prudent 
Diet, by Bennett and Simon (David 
White) and What you Need to Know 


about Food and Cooking for Health by 
Dr. Lawrence E. Lamb (Viking) all 
outline excellent recommendations for 
prudent diets for the American family. 
In essence, the basic principles are 
to reduce calories to no more than 2400 
calories a day; 35 per cent of the 
calories, or less, should be included as 
fats, with emphasis on polyun­ 
saturated fats. Butter, lard, meat fats 
generally, and even some solid 
margarines which are high in sub­ 
stitute fats should be avoided, as well 
as cream substitutes. 
Rich desserts, pastries and sugared 
soft drinks should be restricted in this 
“prudent” diet. 
Main dishes for lunch and dinner, 
should include fish five times a week, 
shellfish not more than twice a week, 
and poultry without skin several times 
a week, not fried, of course. 
Meat cuts should be lean, and no 
more than four servings a week. 
Avoid frankfurters, bacon and 
sausages.

Children may have seven eggs 
a week and a pint of whole milk daily. 
Skimmed or low-fat milk for adults. 
No gravies. 
Cottage, pot and farmer cheese are 
low in fat and high in portein and can 
be taken often.

“ I think we should have at least 100,*’ 
said Bell, adding that he expected the 
board to ask for more money for addi­ 
tional staffing from the legislature. 
Approval of the farmer tax break, 
which permits taxation of farm 
property on the basis of its agricultural 
use as opposed to present market 
value, poses a problem for the 110th 
General Assembly. 
“ We don’t know what form that’s 
going to take, but obviously it’s going 
to take more staff to make it work,’’ 
Bell said. 
The main intent of the amendment 
was to help financially troubled far­ 
mers whose land has increased in 
value as a result of commercial and 
other development in city suburbs. It 
leaves salient details up to the 
legislature. 
Sen. Michael J. Maloney, R*7 Cin­ 
cinnati, already has said the iMue 
creates major problems. There is a 
danger of discriminating against the 
state’s other taxpayers, he said. 
The Park Investment tax case, 
decided in 1971 by the Ohio Supreme 
Court, upset a property tax system 
that pretty much left to county 
auditors to decide the taxable per­ 
centage of a property’s assessed value.

BEIJFA ST, Northern Ireland (AP) 
— Hardline Protestants in Northern 
Ireland vowed today to wreck an at­ 
tempt to bring the two Irelands closer 
together. 
A new Council of Ireland would bring 
the governments of Protestant Nor­ 
thern Ireland and the Catholic- 
dominated Irish Republic together for 
the first time to work toward a political 
partnership. 
The militant Protestants accused 
Brian Faulkner, moderate leader of 
Northern 
Ireland’s 
Protestant 
Unionist Party, of jeopardizing the 
province’s ties to Britain by joining in 
the agreement. It was reached Sunday 
night after four days of negotiations at 
a country mansion west of Ixmdon. 
John 
Taylor, 
a 
member 
of 
Faulkner’s party, said the council was 
the first step toward the reunification 
of Ireland. The two leaders of the 
hardliners, the Rev. Ian Paisley and 
William Craig, said they would hold 
nightly meetings to rally opposition to 
the agreement. 
A group of Unionists said they would 
try 
to 
oust 
Faulkner 
from 
the 
leadership of the party. 
Meanwhile, the men from l>ondon, 
Dublin and Belfast who forged the 
agreement expressed hope that it 
would help end the communal warfare 
in Northern Ireland in which at least 
917 have died since 1969.

Heath said the way was now clear for 
the British government to return 
Northern Ireland to home rule, 
relinquishing the direct rule Ix)ndon 
assumed in March 1972. Moderate 
Protestant and Roman Catholic pol­ 
iticians have agreed to form a coalition 
government for the first time, and this 
is expected to take over early in the 
new year.

MOUNT G IIJEAD , Ohio (AP) - The 
black-gold boom of the late 1960s is 
gone from the rolling hills of Morrow 
County, and the experts say not even 
an energy crisis can bring it back. 
County oil producers are “ pretty 
well satisfied” they are getting all the 
oil they can from the land, said oilman 
Jim McGonagill of Mount Gilead. 
During the boom, from 1963 to 1971, 
3,000 weels were drilled here, some 
giving up as much as 1,700 barrels a 
day. 
Since then, only 23 wells have been 
sunk. The wells that weren’t dry 
produce 10 to 15 barrels a day, the Ohio 
Department of Natural 
Resources 
said. 
An official of the Ohio Division of Oil 
and Gas believes the country 
is 
producing all the oil it is capable of. 
James Barnett said most of Ohio’s 
oil now lies in the eastern third of the 
state, from Pomeroy to Ashtabula. 


“ In many ways,” he told a news 
conference, “ the code is more strict 
and adheres to higher standards of 
conduct” than that proposed by the 
ABA. 
The chief justice outlined the major 
provisions of the code which becomes 
effective in 10 days but gives in­ 
cumbent judges until the end of their 
present terms to comply. 
Among other things, the proposals: 
—Prohibit acceptance of 
con­ 
tributions to a judge’s campaign by his 
employes, a practice known as “ flower 
funds.” 
—Ban all form of kickbacks, judicial 
favors in return for contributions from 
outsiders. 
—Prohibit solicitation of campaign 
funds earlier than 120 days before a 
primary or general election. 
—Require reporting of any cam­ 
paign deficits. 
—Provide that no court employe or 
public official may receive or solicit 
campaign contributions for a judge. 
—Prohibit a judge from soliciting or 
accepting campaign contributions or 
from soliciting publicly state support. 
—Limit a campaign for judge to one 
committee and require it to handle all 
receipts and expenditures. 
—Ban a judge from holding an office 
in any political organization. 
—Require judges to report all 
compensation received from quasi­ 
judicial activities such as the writing 
of articles or the making of speeches. 
—Require judges to file annual 
financial statements 
under Ohio’s 
newly enacted code of ethics law. 
—Prohibit a judge from serving as 
an officer, director, manager, advisor, 
or 
employe 
of 
any 
business 
organization. 
—Does not allow a judge to be ap­ 
pointed as an administrator or 
executor of an estate, except within his 
own family.

The 
Treasury Department today asked 
Congress for authority to begin 
making pennies out of aluminum in­ 
stead of copper. 
The reason for the proposed change, 
a Treasury Department spokesman 
said, is the high cost of copper, which 
is making the cost of producing a 
penny almost more than the penny is 
worth. 
A department spokesman said the 
earliest the switch to aluminum could 
be made would be 90 days after 
authority for the action is granted by 
Congress. 
But the U.S. Mint already has 
stamped out several sample aluminum 
pennies, which are the same size as the 
copper penny. They still bear the 
likeness of President Abraham Iincoln 
on the face and the Lincoln Memorial 
on the reverse side. 
But the coin is a light aluminum 
color, naturally, instead of the copper 
color, and weighs about 60 per cent less 
than the copper penny. 
Mrs. Mary Brooks, Mint director, 
cautioned that a final decision on the 
conversion of the penny from copper to 
aluminum has not been made. She said 
Congress is only being requested to 
grant standby authority to the 
secretary of the Treasury to make the 
change. 


Aspin said a pattern to some gifts 
suggested that some of the money may 
have come from 
corporate funds 
rather than individuals, which is 
illegal under federal law.

Officials of Tenneco, the 
sixth ranking defense contractor and 
builder of nuclear craft for the Navy, 
gave $307,286, according to Aspin,

James Barnett said most of Ohio’s 
oil now lies in the eastern third of the 
state, from Pomeroy to Ashtabula.

—Ban a judge from holding an office 
in any political organization. 
—Require judges to report all 
compensation received from quasi­ 
judicial activities such as the writing 
of articles or the making of speeches. 
—Require judges to file annual 
financial 
statements 
under 
Ohio’s 
newly enacted code of ethics law. 
—Prohibit a judge from serving as 
an officer, director, manager, advisor, 
or 
em ploye 
of 
any 
business 
organization. 
—Does not allow a judge to be ap­ 
pointed as an adm inistrator or 
executor of an estate, except within his 
own family.

Alum inum 
Pennies

Treasury Department today asked 
Congress for authority to begin 
making pennies out of aluminum in­ 
stead of copper. 
The reason for the proposed change, 
a Treasury Department spokesman 
said, is the high cost of copper, which 
is making the cost of producing a 
penny almost more than the penny is 
worth. 
A department spokesman said the 
earliest the switch to aluminum could 
be made would be 90 days after 
authority for the action is granted by 
Congress. 
But the U.S. Mint already has 
stamped out several sample aluminum 
pennies, which are the same size as the 
copper penny. They still bear the 
likeness of President Abraham lincoln 
on the face and the Lincoln Memorial 
on the reverse side. 
But the coin is a light aluminum 
color, naturally, instead of the copper 
color, and weighs about 60 per cent less 
than the copper penny. 
Mrs. Mary Brooks, Mint director, 
cautioned that a final decision on the 
conversion of the penny from copper to 
aluminum has not been made. She said 
Congress is only being requested to 
grant standby 
authority to the 
secretary of the Treasury to make the 
change.

Hailey’s comet comes around about 
every 76 years, is due back in 1986, and 
very likely the early and assiduous sky 
watchers in (Tiina may have observed 
Hailey's comet in 467 B.C., or before, 
and certainly observed it in 239 B.C., 
Whipple says. 
What has excited astronomers so

had ever been spotted so early. 
Very importantly, this provided a 
fair amount of “lead” time to plan for 
detailed examination of the comet. 
Enough that NASA, the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration, set 
up a special coordinating “Operation 
Kohoutek" under direction of Stephen 
Maran, astronomer at the Goddard 
Space Flight Center. 
There was not enough time to fit out 
a special space probe that could in­ 
tercept the head or tail of the comet, 
and make close-up studies, or even 
seize some comet material, an idea 
that Whipple had proposed more than 
a decade ago. 
But just such a plan to go to a comet 
is being considered by NASA now, 
perhaps in a few years. It could resolve 
many of the mysteries about comets. 
Around the world, telescopes on the 
ground will peek at comet Kohoutek 
for the next few months. 
Out in 
space, 
three astronauts 
aboard Skylab likely will have the 
most spectacular view, high above the 
earth’s interfering blanket of air. They 


will use an array of instruments, in­ 
cluding a special ultraviolet camera to 
see the hydrogen cloud around the 
comet. They can, also, witness sudden 
changes in the shape of the comet or its 
tail and make special observations 
then. 
Mariner IO, now en route to Venus 
and later to Mercury, will be able to 
take pictures from a different angle 
than from earth. Stereoscopic com­ 
parison of the two views would give, 
for the first time, a three-demensional 
picture of the shape of the comet. 
Other findings are expected from the 
Pioneer spacecraft that just went 
beyond Jupiter; from the satellites 
Copernicus 
and 
Orbiting 
Solar 
Observatory 7; from a small barrage 
of sounding rockets rising from White 
.Sands, N.M.; from C141 Airborne 
Infrared O bservatory; and from 
balloons measuring far-infrared heat 
waves. A special observatory has been 
set up on South Baldy Mountain near 
Socorro, N M. 
Comet Kohoutek is tugging the in­ 
terest of ordinary citizens as well as 


astronomers, professional or amateur. 
Sales of telescopes are reported in­ 
creased. 
If you are interested, look now or 
plan to live another 75,000 years. 
Comet Kohoutek likely won’t be back 
before then.

Yule Trees 
Are Stolen 
From Forest 


SEA TTLE (AP) — That Christmas 
tree you picked out at the local market 
could be stolen property. 
While most Christmas tree sales are 
legitim ate, authorities say black 
market tree rustlers denude large 
areas of forest plantations this time of 
year. 
The U.S. Forest Service said 
Snoqualmie National Forest, one of the 
more accessible forests in the Pacific 
Northwest, lost about 500 15-year-old 
firs last year. 
A spokesman said that represents an 
immediate cost of $1,500 to taxpayers. 
That figure goes much higher when the 
cost of replacing the trees and the 
years of growth lost are considered. 
Clyde Rau, who patrols the White 
River Ranger District in the forest, 
said no one is sure how many trees are 
taken annually from federal, state and 
private lands. 
He said many tree rustlers board up 
the back of trucks and pickups to 
shield the trees from prying eyes and 
put in a hard night’s work that can net 
them up to $200 or $300 and ruin parts 
of a plantation. 
The small fir trees bring $2.50 to $3 
per foot on the retail Christmas tree 
market. 
Rau said law officials just kept the 
illegal cutting in check. “ With this 
much land, there’s no way to stop all of 
it. 
“ Our main protection now is to have 
a big snow that even the four-wheel 
drives can’t bust through.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The farm 
value of the 1973 wheat crop soared 
sharply this year and was worth a 
record $6.5 billion, more than double 
the 1972 value of $2.7 billion, says the 
Agriculture Department.

Their resolution calls for an im­ 
mediate end to all neighborhood school 
boundaries. Students will remain in 
their present schools this school year, 
however. 
Under the plan, busing would be 


used to eliminate racial and economic 
isolation, where needed, the board 
said. The system presently operates no 
buses, and depends on public transit. 
The resolution said all schools must 


reflect the racial and economic 
background of Cincinnati’s entire 
population. Cincinnati is 48 per cent 
black. 
Ron Temple, one of the board 


members who was not re-elected in 
November, introduced the resolution. 
He said voters Nov. 6 showed they felt 
the school system sehould not un­ 
dertake “ substantial desegregation.” 


“ Ultimately,” he said, “ a public 


official must support as he intreprets 
it, the law of the land and the Con­ 
stitution.” 
A group calling itself Citizens for 


Better Schools, presently holds a 4-3 
majority on the board. 
The group lost control to a con­ 
servative slate calling itself the Neigh­ 
borhood Schools Committee. The 
committee will hold a 5-2 majority 
when new board members take office 
Jan. 1. 
Charles Undberg, an attorney and 


member of the conservative group, 
charged Temple with “ trying to tie the 
hands of the new board.” 
Undberg said he had been “ elected 


to protect the neighborhood school 
system.” 
The board’s resolution affects all of 


Cincinnati’s eight high schools, 17 
junior high schools and 75 elemen­ 
ta ries.

Lame-Duck 
Board Votes 
Integration 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P) - A lame- 
duck liberal majority on the Cincinnati 
Board of Education voted shortly after 
midnight today for total integration of 
the 70,000-student school system. 
Their resolution calls for an im­ 
mediate end to all neighborhood school 
boundaries. Students will remain in 
their present schools this school year, 
however. 
Under the plan, busing would be 
used to eliminate racial and economic 
isolation, where needed, the board 
said. The system presently operates no 
buses, and depends on public transit. 
The resolution said all schools must 
reflect the racial and economic 
background of Cincinnati’s entire 
population. Cincinnati is 48 per cent 
black. 
Ron Temple, one of the board 
members who was not re-elected in 
November, introduced the resolution. 
He said voters Nov. 6 showed they felt 
the school system schould not un­ 
dertake “ substantial desegregation.” 
“ Ultimately,” he said, “ a public 
official must support as he intreprets 
it, the law of the land and the Con­ 
stitution.” 
A group calling itself Citizens for 
Better Schools, presently holds a 4-3 
majority on the board. 
'Flu* group lost control to a con­ 
servative slate calling itself the Neigh­ 
borhood Schools Committee. The 
committee will hold a 5-2 majority 
when new board members take office 
Jan. I. 
Charles Lindberg, an attorney and 
member of the conservative group, 
charged Temple with “ trying to tie the 
hands of the new board.” 
Lindberg said he had been “ elected 
to protect the neighborhood school 
system.” 
The board’s resolution affects all of 
Cincinnati’s eight high schools, 17 
junior high schools and 75 elemen- 
taries.

when the playoffs start. It 
could be Washington, Dallas 
or Atlanta. 
The Miami Dolphins, the 
defending 
Super 
Bowl 
champions and repeat win­ 
ners in the American Con­ 
ference East, will find out this 
weekend who’s going to take 
the Central title — Pittsburgh 
or Cincinnati are the con­ 
tenders — and one will visit 
them on Sunday, Dec. 23. 
Los 
Angeles, 
which 
dethroned 
three-tim e 
champion San Francisco to 
lock up the NFC West, doesn’t 
know where it’ll play on Dec. 
23. It could be at Dallas or 
Washington, whichever wins 
the NFC East. 
And as if that wasn’t con­ 
fusing enough, consider the 
Dec. 22 AFC playoff game be­ 
tween that conference’s wild­ 
card winner and the host 
West Division champion. 
Pittsburgh, 
C incinnati, 
Cleveland and Buffalo are all 
eligible for the wild card and 
Oakland, 8-4-1, and Denver, 7- 
4-2, are fighting for the West 
crown. 
The Raiders, who hold a 
halftime edge, and Broncos 
meet Sunday in Oakland. The 
winner takes the title. A tie 
will also give Oakland the 
title and knock the Broncos 
out of the playoffs. 
Dallas and Washington, 
each at 9-4, share the NFC 
East lead. If Dallas beats St. 
Ixjuis and Washington knocks 
off Philadelphia on Sunday, 
the Cowboys win the title, 
having outscored the Red­ 
skins 34-21 in their two 
games. In that case, I »os 
Angeles goes to Dallas and 
Washington heads for Min­ 
nesota. And Atlanta? Well, 
whether the Falcons beat 
New Orleans or not on Sun­ 
day, all they’d have to look 
forward to is next season. 
Now brace yourself. It gets 
sticky from here on. 
If either Dallas or Washing­ 
ton loses and Atlanta wins, 
the Falcons are still alive. 
If 
Dallas 
loses 
and 
Washington wins, the Red­ 
skins win the title. That’s 
obvious. Then the Cowboys 
and Falcons would be mat­ 
ched on a points-scored and 
points-allowed basis against 
conference foes. 
If 
Dallas 
wins 
and 
Washington loses, or if both of 
them lose, then the Cowboys 
get the crown and the Red­ 
skins and Falcons are mat­ 
ched for the wild card, using 
the same point system. 
The Bills of Buffalo and 
■ Browns of Cleveland are in an 
even more tenuous situation 
because more teams have a 
chance to knock them out of 
playoff contention. Of course, 
they can knock themselves 
out, too. Like the Falcons, 
Buffalo must beat the New 
York Jets and Cleveland 
must defeat Ix>s Angeles to 
stay in the running. 
The AFC Central Division 
presents the most frantic 
situation. Pittsburgh and 
Cincinnati are each 9-4 and 


lead Cleveland, 74-2, by one 
game. 
If Pittsburgh tops San 
Francisco on Saturday and 
Cincinnati downs Houston on 
Sunday, they stay tied — but 
Cincinnati wins the division 
title because of its 8-3 record 
against AFC teams compared 
to Pittsburgh’s 74 mark. 
In 
that 
situation, 
the 
Bengals would visit Miami, 
Pittsburgh would win the wild 
card and play at Oakland or 
Denver, and Buffalo and 
Cleveland would start their 
vacations. 
If both the Bengals and 
Steelers play to ties on 
Sunday, the Steelers would 
win the division with a 4-2 
record against divisional foes 
while Cincinnati, with a 3-2-1 
mark against AFC Central 
teams, would get the wild 
card. 
If both teams lose on 
Sunday and Cleveland wins, 
all three end up tied. 
Cincinnati is eliminated 
first because its 3-3 division 
record is poorer than the 4-2 
records of Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh. 
Then Pittsburgh would take 
the title, having outscored 
Cleveland 49-27 in their two 
games, and Cleveland would 
be matched against Buffalo 
for the wild card in the points- 
scored, 
points-allowed 
system. 
If Pittsburgh wins and 
Cleveland and Cincinnati 
lose, the Bengals are mat­ 
ched against Buffalo and 
automatically get the wild 
card, having beaten the Bills 
16-13.

23. It could be at Dallas or 
Washington, whichever wins 
the NFC East. 
And as if that wasn’t con­ 
fusing enough, consider the 
Dec. 22 AFC playoff game be­ 
tween that conference’s wild­ 
card winner and the host 
West Division champion. 
Pittsburgh, 
Cincinnati, 
Cleveland and Buffalo are all 
eligible for the wild card and 
Oakland, 8-4-1, and Denver, 7- 
4-2, are fighting for the West 
crown. 
The Raiders, who hold a 
halftime edge, and Broncos 
meet Sunday in Oakland. The 
winner takes the title. A tie 
will also give Oakland the 
title and knock the Broncos 
out of the playoffs. 
Dallas and Washington, 
each at 9-4, share the NFC 
E^ast lead. If Dallas beats St. 
Iiouis and Washington knocks 
off Philadelphia on Sunday, 
the Cowboys win the title, 
having outscored the Red­ 
skins 34-21 in their two 
games. In that case, Ix>s 
Angeles goes to Dallas and 
Washington heads for Min­ 
nesota. And Atlanta? Well, 
whether the Falcons beat 
New Orleans or not on Sun­ 
day, all they’d have to look 
forward to is next season. 
Now brace yourself. It gets 
sticky from here on. 
If either Dallas or Washing­ 
ton loses and Atlanta wins, 
the Falcons are still alive. 
If 
Dallas 
loses 
and 
Washington wins, the Red­ 
skins win the title. That’s 
obvious. Then the Cowboys 
and Falcons would be mat­ 
ched on a points-scored and 
points-allowed basis against 
conference foes. 
If 
Dallas 
wins

Washington loses, or if both of 
them lose, then the Cowboys 
get the crown and the Red­ 
skins and Falcons are mat­ 
ched for the wild card, using 
the same point system. 
The Bills of Buffalo and 
Browns of Cleveland are in an 
even more tenuous situation 
because more teams have a 
chance to knock them out of 
playoff contention. Of course, 
they can knock themselves 
out, too. Like the Falcons, 
Buffalo must beat the New 
York Jets and Cleveland 
must defeat I .os Angeles to 
stay in the running. 
The AFC Central Division 
presents the most frantic 
situation. Pittsburgh and 
Cincinnati are each 9-4 and 


lead Cleveland, 7-4-2, by one 
game. 
If Pittsburgh tops San 
Francisco on Saturday and 
Cincinnati downs Houston on 
Sunday, they stay tied — but 
Cincinnati wins the division 
title because of its ft-3 record 
against AFC teams compared 
to Pittsburgh’s 7-4 mark. 
In that 
situation, the 
Bengals would visit Miami, 
Pittsburgh would win the wild 
card and play at Oakland or 
Denver, and Buffalo and 
Cleveland would start their 
vacations. 
If both the Bengals and 
Steelers play to ties on 
Sunday, the Steelers would 
win the division with a 4-2 
record against divisional foes 
while Cincinnati, with a 3-2-1 
mark against AFC Central 
teams, would get the wild 
card. 
If both teams lose on 
Sunday and Cleveland wins, 
all three end up tied. 
Cincinnati is eliminated 
first because its 3-3 division 
record is poorer than the 4-2 
records of Cleveland and 
Pittsburgh. 
Then Pittsburgh would take 
the title, having outscored 
Cleveland 49-27 in their two 
games, and Cleveland would 
be matched against Buffalo 
for the wild card in the points- 
scored, 
points-allowed 
system. 
If Pittsburgh wins and 
Cleveland and Cincinnati 
lose, the Bengals are mat­ 
ched against Buffalo and 
automatically get the wild 
card, having beaten the Bills 
16-13.

Scientists had to stir around 
in the stomach of a lizard 
preserved 75 years to come 
up with the latest attraction 
at the Arizona-Sonora Desert 
Museum here. 
The Ditmars Homed lizard 
was discovered in the desert 
of Sonora, Mexico, in 1897 by 
Raymond Ditmars, curator of 
reptiles at the New York 
Zoological Park. It was 
declared a new species in 
1910, but no new specimen 
was found for three quarters 
of a century. 
Then M.D. Robinson of the 
University of Arizona com­ 
bined records of an 1890 
lizard-collecting 
expedition 
with clues taken from the 
stomach 
of one 
of the 
preserved reptiles. 
Identification of ingested 
grasses, pebbles and insect 
remains helped scientists 
pinpoint 
the 
creature’s 
habitat and rediscover the 
Ditmars population.

University of California graduate. “ It 
was just that we decided to do without 
it in terms of building a house. We 
didn’t want to be dependent on it.” 
The Dachtlers and their 2-year-old 
son, Nathaniel, aren’t the only ones in 
the Sierra foothills area north of 
Sacramento who are living by choice 
without electricity. About 30 other 
families have adopted the same life 
style. Most are refugees from city life. 
The 
Dachtlers’ home,

square feet of space, has a big kitchen 
and small living room. An upstairs loft 
serves as a bedroom.
